roo ſlightly, nor onely by ſome Men, 
but by ſome Nations; namely, whether 
this Ornament can wel becomethe Ont» 
fide of bouſes, wherin the Germanes haue 
made (o litleſcruple, that their beſt 
Townes arc the molt painted,as Auguita 
and Norembergh. To determine this 
. queſtion in a word: It is true, that a 
Story well [ct out with a good Hand, 
will cuery where take a Judicious cyc: 
But yet withal it is as true, that various 
colours on the Out-walles of Buildings, 
haue alwaycs in them more Delight 
then Dignity : Therforc I would there 
admit no Paintings but in Blacke and 
Thite, nor eucn in that kinde any Fi- 
gures (if the roome be capable} vnder = 
Nie or Ten foot high, which will rce 
22% no ordinary Artizan; becauſe the 
aulrs are more vifible then in ſmall 
Defignes. [n vntigured paintings the no-

then the Pi&ure and Statue of Terminus,

(forgetting while heſpeakes of anciens 
things, theauncient Diligence ) vuleſlc 
they had becne cut, afrer the ioyning 
of the Materials, But all theſe [nduce- 
ments, cannot counteruaile the ſole 1n- 
connenience of ſhaking , and Difioynting 
rhe Commiſſures with {o many Strokes 
ofthe ( biſſell, befides an Incommodions 
Working on Scaffolds-; cſpecially ha- 
uing no teſtimonie,to confirme it,that 
I hauc yet ſceneamong the records of 
Art ; Nay,it is indeede rather true, that 
they did ſquare, and ( arve, and Poliſh, 
their Stone and Marble Workes, cuen in 
the very (ae of the Quarrie, before it 
was hardened by open Aire; Burt ( to 
leauc diſputation )I will ſet downe a 
few Poſitive notes, for the placing of 
Sculpture ; becauſe the chuſing hath 
beene handled before: 

Thar firſt of all, it bee not too ge- 
gerall and abundant, which would make

gares of white Stonc or Marble, bee not 
coloured in their Concanitie too blacke, 
For though Contraria iuxta ſe poſita 
magis illuceſcunt (by an olde Rule) yet 
it hach becneſubrilly,and indeederruc- 
ly noted that our Srghr,is not well con- 
rented, with thoſe ſudden departments, 
from one extreame,toanother: There- 
fore let them hauc, rather a Duski/b 
Tin&ture,then an abſolute blacke. 

T hat fine and delicate Scnlprures , be 
helped with Neerenes , and Groſſe 
with diſtance ; which was well ſcene in 
the olde controuerlic , berweene Phi- 
dias and Alcmenes abour the Statue of 
Venus: wherein theFirſt did ſhew dil- 
cretion, and ſauclabour , becauſe the 
Worke was to bee viewed at good 
Height , which did drowne the {wecte 
and diligent ſtrokes of his Aduerſarie: 
A famous emulation of two principall 
Artizans, celebrated cuen by the Greeke 
. ©Poets. | 
' Thatin the placing of ſtanding F+- 
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or Story, were diſcourſe more proper 
for Athens or Rome, in the time of their 
trucgreatueſle, when (as Plante recor- 
derh of his own Age)there were ncere 
as many carued Images, as lining Men; 
likda noble contention, cucn in point 
of Ferttlity, betrweene 4rt and Nature 
which paſſage doth not onely argue 
an infinite abundance, both of Arti- 
2aus and Materials; bur likewile of 
Magnificent and Majefticall deſires, in 
cucry common pcrlon of thoſe times; 
more or leſle according to their For- 
tunes. And truc it is indeed that the 
Marble Monuments 8 Memories of well 
delcruing Men, wherewith the very 
high waycs were ſtrewed on cach {ide 
was not a barc and tranſ{itory cnter- 
rainement of the Eye, or onely a gentle 
deception of Time, to the Trauailer: 
But fad allo a ſecret and firong Influ- 
ence,cuen into theaduancement of the 
Monarchie , by continuall repreſcnta- 


tion of yertuous cxamples; 1o as in 
that

tare was nothing bur A purgation of ſu- 
per fluities. For take away from apiece 
of wood,or tone, all that is ſuperfluous, 
and the remainder is the intended Fi- 
gure. Of this Plaſtique Art , the chiefe 
vie with vs is in the gracefull freeting 
of roofes : but the Iralians applic it, 
tothe manteling of Chimneys, with great 
Figures. A chcape piece of Magnif- 
' cence ,and as durable almoſt within 
doores,as harder Forms inthe weather. 
And here though it becalitticexcurli- 
on, I cannot paſle vorcmembred a 
gaine, their manner of diſguiſing the 
ſhaftes of Chimneys in various faſhions, 
- whereof the nobleſt is the Pyramidal : 
becing in tructh a Plecc of polite and 
ciuill diſcretion , to conuert euen the 
conduits of ſoote and {moake, into Or- 
naments , whereof I haue hitherto ſpo- 
ken as farre as may concernethe Bodie 

of the Building, 

Now thcereare Ornaments alſo with- 
out, as Gardens, Fountaines, Graues, Con» 
 ſerua-

lings, to varions entertainements of his 
ſent, and frobe: which I ſhall not neede 
4, to deſcribe ( for that were poeticall) 
let me onely note this ; that cuery one 
of theſc diuerſities, was as if hee had

Bur though other (owntreys haue 
more benefite of Sunne then wee, and 
thereby more properly tyed to con- 
templatethis delight; yer hauel ſeenc 
in our owne, a delicate and diligent cu- 
riofitie , ſurely withour parallel among © 
forcigne Nations: Namely, in the Gar- 
den of Sir Henry Fanſhaw , at his ſeat 
in Ware- je# nic ui I wel remember, 
hee did ſo precifely examine the tin- 
Flares, and ſeaſons of his flowres, that'in 
their ſettmgs, the inwardeſt of thoſe 
which were to come vÞ at the fame 
time, ſhould be alwayes alittle darker 
then the ontmoſt, and ſo ſerue rhem for 
a kinde of 'gentle ſhadow, like a picce 
not of Nature, burof 4rte : which men-

both ſides with an Aqueduf of white 
ſtone, breaſt-bigh, which had a hal- 
low channell on the top, where ranne a 
prety rrickling ſtreame on the edge. 
whereof, were couched very thicke all

not be well percciucd, till by the tur- 
ning of a cocke, they did ſprout ouer 
interchangeably from ſide to {ide, a-
